As a man of innumberablc pro- 


occupations, why does Crosby go 
to the effort involved for a one- 
hour radio program with remote 
pickups from around the world? 
His explanation is simple and sin- 
cere; 


"It's .the one lime of the year 


when I'm sure I can inake tny 
work 
as 
an 
entertainer 
servo 


something bigger than mere en- 
tertainment. It's the performance 
in which I'm most at ease with 
my listeners because I know thai 
they know I'm giving my best." 


Crosby recalls that he has talked 


into doing the 19fin Christmas Eve 
broadcast — and was astonished by 
the enthusiastic public reception ot 
the program. ("Why, some news- 
papers even wrote editorials about 
it.") 


This year, as in the past, he 


will singi "Adeste Ficleles." Inter- 
estingly, he had 
to be strongly \ 


urged to make his first recording 
of the number several years be- 
fore World War II. 


"Being only a crooner." Crosby 


recalls, "I felt that I didn't have 
sufficient stature to sing a song 
with 
religious 
implications. 
But 


.lack Kapp (a recording company 
executive! insisted that "Adeste 
Fideles' through the years had be- 
come virtually a Christmas carol. 
So I recorded it. 


'"Silent Night' was different. I 


didn't feel that it fitted into the 
carol 
category. 
Moreover, 
I 


thought it would be wrong Tor me 
to take income from the sale of. 
such a record. The way I saw it. 
it would be like cashing in on the 
church or the Bible. 


"Dot 
brother Lorry came tip 


with a suggestion. He set up a 
fund for the children then being 
taken care of by American mis- 
sions in China. The plan was to 
take 
the 
royalties 
from 
'Sent 


iNight' 'and pour them 
into the 


fund. In this way I'd avoid cash- 
ing in on religions songs, 


"We helped clothe and support 


those kids until the 
government, 


looking for fresh lax money, ruled 
that our scheme was illegal. By

time we'd probably 
put 


a quarter of a million dollars Into 
that worthwhile cause."
